Although the dis­ 
charge of cannon crackers are pro­ 
hib ited within the city limits, there 
will b e plenty of noise to interest the 
small b oy s, and the many novelties to 
b e found in the supply stores this 
y ear will keep them b usy . 
As to fireworks, report comes down 
the line that the Japanese day light 
curiosities will b e q uite the vogue. 
Japanese and foreign firecrackers 
have b een succeeded this y ear b y the 
American cannon cracker, a much 
safer noise producer than the 
old 
sty le. Tnis cracker is nearly twenty 
y ears old, b ut has never had toe sale 
In the United States it is enjoy ing 
this y ear. 
The American cracker 
does not leave the paper b urning and 
smoking after it has b een exploded, as 
the Chinese cannon cracker does, and 
firemen claim they have never known 
of a fire ¡b eing started b y a cracker 
which was not one of the foreign soft 
rolls of fine paper. 
The enterprising 
Americans make these crackers faster 
than the Chinese or Japanese ever 
dreamed of doing, and have even In­ 
vaded the foreign m arket. 
A great many peop e are under the 
impression that the cannon cracker 
contains dy namite of nitro gly cerine, 
b ut the fact Is tha t It contains n 
i- 
er. The powder used in the Ameri­ 
can cannon cracker is a composition 
of potash, washed sulphur, saltpeter, 
and a little washed charcoal. The 
crackers are made from pasteb oard, 
tub es, with & plug of clay in ODe end 
and a plug of paper glued in the oth­ 
er. 
Taey do not contain much over a 
teaspoonful of the powder. 


CRACKERS FOR FIRE ALARMS. 
A Freeport dealer tells of a new use 
to which fire crackers are b eing put. 
Some time ago chief of the Boston fire 
departm ent recommended that Am er­ 
ican firecrackers b e placed in all parts 
of the houses, and In the event fire 
started at any tim e they would gooff 
and give the alarm . 
According to 
dealers several b oxes are sold to wo­ 
men at house cleaning time who dis­ 
trib ute them in the houses for ire 
alarm s. 
Tnere are 
eight dealers 
ia the 
United 
States which manufacture 
these explosives and the output this 
this y ear is estim ated at 1,000,000 
cases. 
Tons of powder hay e b een sent to 
towns in Freeport territory for cele­ 
b rations this y ear. 
Many b ought 
$600 to $1,000 worth of fireworks and 
the smallest b gught generously . 
The sale of American flags of all 
sizes has b een ab out the same as last 
y ear. The demand for the national 
flag is constant, and dealers declare 
they could duplicate their orders 
from y ear to y ear and never change 
the q uantity ordered. 
Thousands of 
dollars worth of flags are sold in this 
territory , most of them the cheap 
prints. 
Some are of the expensive 
b unting, manufactured 
for use In 
several seasons. These sell at from $4 
up, flags of equal size, printed, b eing 
11 50 to C2 per dozen. 
The outdoor display s, set 
pieces, 
e tc , are as elab orate as ever, b ut 
more attention has b een paid this 
y ear to Indoor novelties, among which 
are small parlor roman candles, scin- 
tilating matches, and the like Bomtg 
which send up a shower of rice or con­ 
fetti are among the newest novelties, 
while lanterns and decorations are in 
greater ab undance tb an ever 
Among the small novelties is a cork 
for a wine b ottle, from which a snake 
crawls forth to wind himself in a 
realistic manner around 
a 
b ottle. 
This Is a guaranteed cure for the 
liquor hab it. The outdoor decorations 
Include the usual b alioons and lan­ 
terns, b ut the lanterns this y ear are 
made in the shape of animals, and 
animal b alloons are also provided. 
While there may b e as much money 
expended this season for fireworks and 
explosives it is almost certain the 
amounts spent In the more daugerous 
articles will b e smaller.
